2. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the current water based well fluid or method comprising the 
partial esters of glycerols and polyglycerols with a C8-1 0 fatty acid. The prior art of GB 
2283036 cited in the prior office action teaches the use of partial esters of C7-29 fatty 
acids with polyols, and exemplifies glycerol monooleate, which is derived from a CI 8 
acid. GB '036 fails to teach or suggest glycerols or polyglycerols of a C8-10 fatty acid 
with sufficient specificity to render the current invention obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art.
